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REPORT  OF  THB  IJEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  TliE  YEARS 

1967  - 1970 


I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  this  report  on  the  health 
aspects  of  the  district  and  the  v;ork  of  your  Public  Health  Department.  It 
is  now  nearly  4 years  since  I accepted  this  temporo.ry  appointment  and  although 
I should  like  to  devote  more  time  to  the  Department  my  other  commitments  make 
this  impossible. 

In  the  past  4 years  the  nuraber  of  births  has  remained  fairly  constant 
the  rate  per  1,000  being  betv/een  14-15  compared  \/ith  the  national  figure  of 
16  - 17*  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  has  risen  from  69'  to  &1.  This 
is  in  line  with  the  national  trend. 

The  most  noticeable  change  has  been  the  number  of  deaths  from  255  in 
1967  to  300  in1970.  This  has  increased  the  death  rate  from  11,2  to  13.5  v;hich 
is  v/ell  above  the  national  figure  of  11,7  for  1970-  fho  rice  can  be  accounted 
for  by  an  increased  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  and  cardiac  diseases. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  rose  to  8 in  1970  thus  raising  the  Infant 
Mortality  rate  to  26,  v;hich  v;as  higher  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Y/ales. 
When  dealing  with  a relatively  small  population  a sli^^t  change  in  the  recorded 
number  will  often  lead  to  a disproportionally  v/ide  swing  in  the  rates. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases  the  most  prevalent  was  Measles 
but  even  here  the  number  of  cases  decreased. 

One  case  of  Typhoid  v;as  discovered  in  19^7  o,nd  reference  has  been 
made  to  this  later.  Pe^/er  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  now  occurring  and 
’./ith  some  of  the  old  cases  being  removed  as  cured,  the  number  remaining  on  the 
register  has  been  decreasing  j^early. 

Later  in  the  report  T,7ill  be  found  details  of  all  the  various  activitiei 
and  functions  of  the  Health  Department,  such  as  Housing,  Sc’./erage  and  Sewage 
Disposal,  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal,  Food  Hygiene  and  Heat  Inspection  etc. 
The  fruition  of  Holbeach  So'v/era,ge  Scheme  occurred  in  1970  and  an  even  bigger 
project,  the  Long  Sutton,  Sutton  Bridge  Scheme  is  noM  contemplated. 

These  projects,  together  \d.th  new  legislation  ’which  is  continually 
appearing,  put  extra  duties  and  responsibilities  on  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department.  They  do  a difficult  job  exceedingly  v/ell  and  all  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  their  enthusiasm  and  their  achievements.  It  is  only  with 
their  v/illing  and  loyal  co--operation  that  the  x/ork  of  the  Department  proceeds 
so  smoothly  and  efficiently.

The  East  Elloe  Rixcal  District  xras  enlarged  under  the  County  Reviev; 
of  1932  and  no\j  inclLides  the  de-urhanised  parishes  of  Holheach,  Long  Sutton 
and  Sutton  Bridge.  It  occupies  about  one  third  of  the  Holland  Division  of 
Lincolnshire.  To  the  North  is  the  Wash,  to  the  East  the  Marshland  R.D.C. 
in  Norfolk  and  Wisbech  R.DoC.  in  Cambridgeshire.  T/isbech  R.D.C,  and  Thorney 
R.D.C.  border  the  Southern  part  of  the  District  and  Spalding  R.D.C.  forms  the 
Western  boundary. 

The  land  is  very  fertile  and  agriculture  and  horticulture  are  the 
principal  industries.  Large  quantities  of  potatoes,  beans,  carrots,  sugar 
beet,  corn,  fruit,  flov/ers  and  bulbs  are  produced  each  year.  The  preparation 
and  pre-packing  of  fruit  and  vegetables  ready  for  market  is  an  agricultural 
industry  that  is  increasing. 

Other  industries  include  flour-milling,  caiming  of  fruits  and 
vegetables,  agricultural  engineering,  conditioning  of  vegetables,  production 
of  contc-iners  for  lorries  and  erection  of  steel  building  components.

Food  Poisoning  and  Enteric  Diseases 

3 of  5 cases  notified  during  11^70  involved  one  family  and  was 
associated  with  infection  contrcacted  abroad.  Of  tho  remaining  cases, 
one  was  suspected  of  contracting  the  infection  whilst  away  on  business | 
the  other  case,  together  with  the  1968  case,  did  not  reveal  any  clue  as 
to  the  origin  of  infection. 

In  addition,  screening  of  farm  workers  has  taken  place  follov;ing 
notification  of  Salmonella  infection  in  calves,  but  no  human  infection  \ras 
fo^^nd. 

The  department  also  helped  in  the  screening  of  school  children 
follov/ing  outbreaks  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  at  Holbeach  St.  Marks, 

Crov7land  and  Sutton  St.  James  Schools.  Only  in  the  case  of  Sutton  St. 

James  \;as  a responsible  organi-sm  isolated,  in  this  case  Shigella  sonne, 
and  infecting  18  persons  in  3 families. 

A case  of  typhoid  \;as  notified  and  the  patient  subsequently  died 
in  hospital  from  coronary  thrombosis.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that 
the  patient  was  the  husband  of  a chronic  carrier  of  the  disease  first 
notified  in  1937«  Further  investigation  of  contacts  v/ithin  the  deceased’s 
family  found  the  \/idow  only  still  carrying  the  disease  after  30  years.  There 
have  been  no  knov/n  cases  of  typhoid  attributable  to  the  widow  in  this  period 
and  it  appears  that  she  rigidly  complies  with  the  hygiene  advice  given  all 
those  years  ago.  Anti-biotic  treatment  has  failed  to  eliminate  the  organism. 

The  Paratyphoid  case  was  in  respect  of  a farmers  ^Tife  but  a thorou^ 
investigation  did  not  reveal  a source  of  infection

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  to  you. 

The  past  four  years  has  been  a period  of  realisation.  Provision 
of  the  Holbeach  Liain  Sev;erago  Scheme  commenced  in  19*57  and  came  into  use  in 
1970. 

Provision  of  sc-^crage  facilities  and  new  surface  abater  drainage 
has  brought  many  advantages.  It  has  made  it  possible  for  the  Holbeach  Rivei 
culvert  to  bo  filled  in,  resulting  in  removal  of  the  nuisance  that  existed  tc 
the  I'Torth  and  South  of  the  town. 

It  also  brougiit  the  Department  greatly  increased  amounts  of  work 
and  responsibilities  and  it  \/as  most  unfortunate  that  for  practically  tho 
whole  of  1967  the  Department  \.as  short  of  one  piiblic  health  inspector. 

The  combined  effect  of  shortage  of  staff  and  increased  duties, 
especially  relating  to  the  so\.'age  schemes,  ha,s  meant  that  tho  routine 
monitoring  of  the  district  has  suffered. 

Nevertheless  sound  progress  has  been  maintained  in  all  aspects  of 
housing  administration,  public  cler.nsing  and  food  hygiene. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanid.ng  the  Members  of  the  Council  and 
its  Committees  for  their  advice  and  support  at  all  tines. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  recorded  of  the  consistent  hard  './ork  by  all 
members  of  the  staff  and,  in  particular  to  Mr,  Sissons  for  his  work  in  the 
compilation  of  this  report.

The  ancilyst  reports  the  soxiplos  are  clear  and  bright  in  appearance, 
neutral  in  re-action  and  free  fron  iron  and  other  metals.  The  v/o,ter  is  hard 
in  character  but  not  to  an  excessive  degree,  it  contains  no  excess  of  mineral 
constituents  and  it  is  of  a very  satisfactory  organic  quality. 

From  the  aspects  of  the  chemical  a,nalyses  those  results  are  indicative 
of  a pure  and  v/holesome  \/ater  sTiitable  for  public  supply  purposes. 
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Fluoride  content  of  v/ater 


In  this  district  the  water  is  deficient  in  natural  fluoride,  only 
0.1  - 0.5  parts  per  million  being  present,  instead  of  the  optimum  1 part 
per  million;  thus  the  teeth  of  children  and  adults  who  grow  up  here  do 
not  have  this  natural  protection  n.gainst  decay- 

Although  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  British  Medical  Association 
a.nd  the  British  Benta,!  Association,  all  endorse  artificial  fluoridation 
(i.e.  raising  the  fluoride  level  of  v/ater  to  Ippn-)  as  a safe  and  effective 
measure  it  has  been  made  into  a highly  controversial  "hot  potato"  by  the 
propaganda  efforts  of  the  antifluoridationist  National  Pure  ¥/ater 
Association. 

One  can  v/ell  understand  \7hy  members  of  local  health  authorities 
may  prefer  to  let  this  important  public  health  measure  go  by  default,  rather 
than  plunge  into  a particularly  heated  controversy. 

Water  sampling  by  Public  Health  Inspectors 

During  the  four  years,  under  review/  a total  of  83  samples  v;ere 
taken  for  bacteriological  ano.lysis.  Of  these  71  samples  t/ere  from  the 
mains  water  supply  and  v;ero  reported  as  satisfactory.  Twelve  samples  v;ere 
of  well  \;ater  from  four  different  ho  ^.ses,  and  the  result  in  one  case,  showed 
the  v;ater  to  be  of  satisfactory  bacteriological  quality  at  the  time  of 
sampling.  The  results  of  samples  from  the  three  remaining  premises  shov/ed 
pollution  of  the  'i/ater  to  varying  degrees;  and  in  all  four  cases  the 
occupiers  wore  advised  to  use  the  mains  supply  that  was  readily  available. 
One  householder  took  this  advice,  the  other  three  insisted  on  using  v;ell 
vrator  claiming  that  it  v/as  softer  and  more  pleaso.nt  to  the  palate.  Advice 
has  been  given  in  every  case  to  boil  the  v/ater  before  consumption. 
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COIvIPLAINTS  OF  MIISMCES 


During  the  four  years  under  reviev/  a total  of  931  complaints  v/ere 
received,  75?^  iii  respect  of  infestation  hy  rats,  raice  and  insects. 

The  other  causes  of  complaint  fell  under  the  categories  ofs  smells, 
noise,  housing  defects,  and  complaints  relating  to  unsound  food. 

In  respect  of  smells,  these  principally  emanated  from  manure  heaps,  and 
in  general  it  was  found  that  a little  more  forethought  on  the  farmer's  part 
by  better  siting  the  manure,  uould  have  obviated  the  complaints.  In  tuo 
instances  it  -was  necessary  to  resort  to  the  service  of  Statutory  notices  to 
abate  the  nuisance  and  in  both  cases  to  also  serve  Prohibition  Notices  to 
prohibit  a recurrence  of  the  ruisance.  The  noise  complaints  have  basically 
been  from  agricultur’al  drying  plants  using  fans  at  night-time,  and  from  the 
continuous  i/orking  of  dc-vatoring  pujups  associated  v;ith  the  Holbeach  Seu'erage 
Scheme. 


The  only  other  complaint  ’.diich  resulted  in  statutory  action  v/as  that 
in  respect  of  general  housing  defects.  The  service  of  summonses  i/ere 
necessitated  before  the  defects  v7ere  remedied. 

Rivers  Pollution 

Pollution  of  vater  courses  continu.ed  to  produce  problems,  due  to 
lack  of  main  drainage  in  the  built-up  areas, 

Holbeach  River  is  cleaning  itself  as  i/ork  progresses  to  disconnect 
all  foul  discha,rges. 

The  Palls  Drain  at  Long  Sutton  gave  rise  to  complaints  over  the  years. 
The  pollution  problem  i^ill  not  bo  resolved  until  mains  drainage  is  available. 
The  Westnere  Drain  at  Sutton  Bridge  also  continues  to  be  most  offensive.

Holbeach  Se ./eraffo  and  Sc\^^.{^e  liisposal  Schorae 

This  long  av/aited  scIiolig  coiainenced  in  Janiiary,  19^7  J^nd  by  the 
end  of  that  year  sono  7 5 000  yards  of  se'i/ors  and  rising  puioping  nains  \/ere 
laid.  Sinultaneously , v/ork  proceeded  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  Site, 

off  Cherry  Tree  Lane,  the  outfall  pipe  from  \/hich  discharges  into  the 
Holbeach  Hiver  \;hich  in  turn  ultimately  discharges  into  the  tido.l  mouth 
of  the  River  Welland  nea,r  the  'dash.  The  original  scheme  was  scheduled 
for  completion  at  the  end  of  19^9  hut  due  to  several  major  and  minor 
extensions  of  the  scheme  completion  will  be  in  December  1971«  The  scheme 
has  nine  pumping  stations,  mo3?o  than  14  miles  of  se'wers  will  serve  some 
2,000  properties  at  a,  cost  of  o,ijproxinate].y  £1,000,000.  The  Works,  though 
not  fully  completed,  v/ere  put  into  operation  on  1st.  Hay,  1970  cind  by  the 
end  of  1970  some  66O  properties  had  been  connected  to  main  draincage.  The 
partial  completion  of  the  scheme  has  led  to  an  increasing  demand  for 
building  land. 

Holbeach  Surface  'i", 

Some  185  premises  discharged  their  drainage  via  a,  complex  of  street 
drains  a.nd  sewers  into  a culvorted  portion  of  the  Holbeach  River  kno'./n 
loca.lly  as  the  To\.’n  Tunnel.  T'jiis  \/as  cleansed  and  exmained  concurrently 

within  the  Sewerage  Scheme.  The  Council's  Consult d.ng  Engineers  (Messrs. 

AoH.S. Waters  and  Partners),  after  consultation  \ALth  the  Holland  County 
Council  High\/ays  Department,  designed  a replacement  concrete  culvert  to 
replace  the  sir.  feet  internal  diaiwetor  brick  culvert,  a relief  surface 
W'ater  sewer  from  High  Street,  St.  Johns  Street  junction  via  Barrington 
Gate,  Albert  Walk,  and  into  the  no\.-  surface  v/ater  drain  in  Church  Street. 

The  Southern  Outfall  section  of  the  surface  \/ater  drainage  scheme  has 
been  designed  by  the  County  Higiu.uys  Department  and  the  work  \/ill  be  co.rried 
out  by  the  South  Welland  Interna,!  Drainage  Boa.rd.  Some  100  ya.rds  of  the 
Northern  section  of  the  To'./n  Tunnel  rema.ins  \;here  the  Oemetery  drain  enters, 
and  this  is  to  bo  resolved  by  joint  action  betv/een  the  Internal  Drainage 
Board,  the  County  Council  and  the  Rural  District  Cmmcil  in  the  future.  To 
remedy  the  existing  nuisanices  caused  by  the  discha.rges  of  untreated  sowa.ge 
into  the  liol'oea.ch  River  a,nd  Dra.in  22  off  Pen  Road,  the  Council  decided  at 
its  own  c:>cx'G'^se  to  disconnect  the  185  properties  concerned  .and  connect  them 
into  the  nev;  sewers.  At  the  end  of  1970  the  Northern  outfall,  for  the  first 
time  in  centuries,  \.'a,3  virtually  clear  of  sev/.age  contamination. 
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Long  Sutton,  Sutton _Br:y^o  ^-nd  >.e}7eraige_  and  Sevage  Disposal  Scheme 

This  scheme  has  been  revised  and  'i/ill  include  a larger  sev/ered  area, 
incorporated  'i/ithin  a Boundary  of  Devolopment  approved  hy  the  Council  in  October, 
1967  nnd  the  County  Planning  Coiuiittee,  The  enlo,rged  area  comprises  the  Tirban 
Etroas  of  Long  Sutton  and  Sutton  Bridge,  the  villages  of  Fleet  Hc-rgate,  Gedney 
and  Little  Sutton  and  part  of  the  parish  of  Lutton.  The  intended  sev/ors  \/ill 
serve  a population  of  7^310<,  There  will  be  some  31  miles  of  sewers,  15  piimping 
stations  and  the  Sewage  Disposal  "forks  will  be  sited  off  Woad  Lane,  Sutton  Bridge. 
The  effluent  will  be  pumped  into  the  tidal  section  of  the  River  None  adjacent 
to  the  Westmere  Drain  o.nd  Sluice.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  as  approved 
by  the  Council  in  July  1970  £1,750,000,  a,nd  will  incorporate  a Sludge  Pressing 

Plant  and  Cesspool  and  Septic  Tank  Disposal  Unit.  The  Scheme  does  not  provide 
for  the  effluent  from  0,  large  local  cannery  ~ negotiations  arc  still  in  progress. 

All  the  PiimiDing  Station  Sites  h.ave  been,  or  are,  in  the  process  of 
being  purchased;  also  the  12  acre  site  required  for  the  disposal  \/orks. 

Planning  permission  in  respect  of  all  sites  has  been  obtained. 

Some  200  premises  are  connected  to  a combined  foul  and  surface 
\;ater  se\7er  i/ithin  Sutton  Bridge  and  these  discharge  into  the  V/estmere  Drain, 

At  Long  Sutton  some  40  premises  discharge  into  a combined  surface  './ater  and 
foul  sewer  that  discharges  via  a settlement  tanlc  into  the  Falls  Drain,  Daniels 
Gate,  Long  Sutton.  This  causes  oonsidero.ble  pollution  to  the  ’./atercourse  ;Ehich 
gives  off  offensive  cdours.  The  Council  have,  as  in  Holbeach,  decided  to 
operate  Section  42  of  the  Public  Health  Acb,  1936  and  re-dra,in  the  properties 
concerned  to  abate  the  nuisances. 

The  scheme  "when  commissioned  will  eliminate  15  small  so’Jage  treatmert 
works  within  the  se’i.'ered  area. 

Sutton  Bridge  Surface  Water  Scheme 

The  Council,  jointly  with  the  Holland  County  Council,  have  instructed 
the  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  a,  report  on  the  flooding  tlmat  occurs  from 
tir.ie  to  time  in  the  Miarf  Street/Lime  Street  a.rea  of  Sutton  Bridge.  Serious 
flooding  occurred  in  June  1970o  Consultations  have  taken  pla.ee  with  the 
Engineers  to  the  Y/ella.nd  and  Nene  River  Authority  and  the  Sutton  Bridge  Internal 
Dra.inago  Boa.rd. 


Whaplode  S e\7er a.ge  Scheme 

The  Council,  a.fter  a report  by  yowr  Officers  on  the  largo  sca,le 
private  and  local  authority  building  that  ha.s  been  taking  place  in  Lliaplode 
Village,  decided  to  instruct  the  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  a report. 
Consultations  ha.vo  taken  place  wmth  the  County  Planning  Officer  and  village 
boundary  of  development  agreed.  The  Scheme  \/ill  serve  some  305  properties 
and  \ri.ll  eventually  be  pumped  to  the  Holbeach  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 
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Snail  Sev/cige  Disposal  Plants 

Seven  Coiincil  estate  plants  \;ero  t.okon  over  during  the  four  years. 
Those  v/ere  Lap’v/ater  Lane,  Hclbeach  St,  Marks j Gedney  Dyke;;  St.  Matthews 
Drive  and  Church  Site,  Sutton  bridge;  North  Road,  Gedney  Hill;  Hines 
Site  and  Irby  Crescent,  Vfliaplode. 

The  Health  Departr.ient  is  no\/  responsible  for  the  naintonance  of 
53  sewage  disposal  plants  v/ith  58  autoncatico.lly  operated  ejector  stations. 

42  of  the  plants  serve  Council  esta.tes,  9 serve  County  Council  establishments 
and  one  eo.ch  at  a Cheshire  Hone  and  an  R.A.F.  camp. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  42  plants  at  Council  estates 
serve  a total  of  1235  dv/ollings.  This  means  that  16^  of  the  dwellings 
in  the  district  alree.dy  enjoy  the  amenity  of  main  drainage  before  the 
connissioning  of  the  Holboach  Cev/orage  Scheme.  There  are  in  addition, 
a number  of  sewage  dispos<al  plants  serving  schools,  hospitals,  factories 
and  other  premises. 

Public  Conveniences 

Hale  o.nd  female  public  convc-^niences  arc  provided  at  Holbeach, 

Long  Sutton  and  Sutton  Bridge,  and  they  are  equipped  with  v/ash  basins, 
cold  'eater  hand  './ashing  facilities,  soap  dispensers  and  paper  to'eels. 
Maintenance  is  carried  out  by  part-time  caretakers  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Plousing  Department. 

Difficulties  arise  from  time  to  time  at  Sutton  Bridge  duo  to 
heavy  use  due  to  sxomner  holiday  traffic. 

The  Council  possess  and  hires  out  temporary  type  sanitary 
conveniences  for  use  at  fetes,  sports  and  outdoor  events. 
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PUBLIC  CLEAl^SING 


Duties 


The  Health  Department’s  responsibilities  include  refuse  and  salvage 
collection  and  disposal,  cesspool,  sa,nitary  pail  and  vault  emptying  and  disposal, 
sev;er  cleansing  and  sev;age  plant  maintenance  and  emptying  of  tanks  at  commercial 
premises.  Other  duties  include  clearing  up  after  the  Saturday  market  at 
Holbeach  and  sv/eeping  ~.f  some  pavements  at  Holbeach  and  quite  considerable 
street  catchpit  emptying  in  the  three  urban  areas. 

Staff 


There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  establisliment  of  25  during  the  past 
four  years. 

Obtaining  of  suitable  staff  has  not  been  easy  and  has  been  aggravated 
by  an  increasing  cjhongeover  of  personnel:  of  the  20  men  leaving  in  the  past 
four  years,  9 left  in  1970*  Drivers  in  particular  are  more  difficult  to  find 
because  of  the  need  for  Heavy  Goods  Vehicle  Driving  Licence  in  addition  to  the 
normal  driving  licence. 

Difficulties  arise  through  absence  from  sickness  and  a i/elcome 
decrease  'uas  noted  in  the  number  of  days  lost;  do\m  from  303  in  196?  to  191 
in  1970*  Evenso  this  represents  a loss  equivalent  to  nearly  one  man. 

The  men  are  provided  ^.dth  tv;o  pairs  of  boiler  suits,  v/aterproof 
coat  and  leggings,  rubber  boots,  three-quarter  length  donkey  jacket  with 
fluorescent  panel  on  back,  and  gloves. 

Depot 


It  uas.  with  great  relief  that  the  Pen  Road  Depot  was  finally  closed 
dovm  in  1970  and  possession  taken  of  the  nev;-  up-to-date  depot. 

The  nev;  premises  provide  excellent  staff  facilities  in  the  way  of 
foreman’s  office,  messroom,  toilets,  sheerer  and  changing  facilities,  \7ith 
locker  accommodation  for  clothing. 

Sorting  and  baling  facilities  for  salvage  are  provided,  together  vdth 
good  garage  accommodation  for  the  vehicles. 

Transport 


At  the  present  time  there  are  five  refuse  collection  vehicles,  one 
fev/er  than  four  years  ago. 

Vehicles  in  use  are  three  18  cu.yd.  fore  and  aft  tippers,  one  with 
compression  plate,  and  ti7o  compression  loading  vehicles  - one  of  50  cu.yd.  and 
the  other  of  60  cu.yd.  capacity. 


26 


Use  of  larger  vehicles  has  enabled  larger  collections  to  he  mads  v/ith 
fev/er  vehicles  and  no  increase  in  manpov;er. 

Each  of  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  is  provided  v/ith  a trailer  for 
so.lvage  collections. 

The  Department  nov;  has  seven  cesspool  emptiers.  Pour  are  of  1100 
gallon  capacity  and  the  other  three  of  14OO  gallon  capacity.  Three  of 
the  emptiers  are  equipped  uith  night  soil  emptying  hoppers.  The  oldest 
emptier  is  rarely  used,  and  then  onl.y  in  case  of  emergency. 

During  19^7  ^ Working  Party  v/as  set  up  to  study  the  implications 
of  the  Motor  Vehicles  (Construction  and  Use)  PLegulations  1966.  Polloi'n.ng 
their  report  the  Council  embarked  upon  a policy  of  vehicle  replacement  at 
the  rate  of  one  vehicle  per  year,  and  it  is  tiaisted  that  this  rate  ;/ill 
not  have  to  be  exceeded.  Washing  facilities  are  provided  o.s  standard 
equipment  on  all  new  vehicles. 

A ne\/  and  larger  tractor  v;as  obtained  in  1968  for  r/orlc  on  refuse  tips. 

The  original  tro.ctor  v;as  retained  as  a reserve  vehicle  and  is  used  for  general 
depot  .7orlc  including  movement  of  bales  of  salvp.go. 

A li^it  van  is  provided  for  maintenance  of  se^7age  plants  at  Council 
estates. 

Co-operation  vMth  neii^ibouring  authorities  is  at  a high  level  and 
includes  the  loan  of  vehicles  to  help  those  authorities  in  emergencies. 

Refuse  Collection 

A weekly  kerbside  collection  of  domestic  refuse  is  provided  over 
prn,ctically  the  whole  of  the  district. 

Specie.!  collections  are  made  on  request.  Charge  is  usually  T,/aived  where 
domestic  furniture  or  equipment  is  involved. 

Anongsb additions  and  improvements  to  the  Collection  routes  were  properties 
at  Holbeach  Hurn,  Long  Sutton,  Fleet  Fen,  Lutton  iliarsh,  Holbeo-ch  St.  Johns, 
Whaplode  Fen  and  Godney  Hill. 

The  workmen  are  to  be  commended  in  the  way  they  surmounted  the  difficulties 
of  collection  imposed  by  the  work  on  the  Holbeach  Sewerage  Scheme. 

There  is  excellent  co-operaticn  with  neighbouring  authorities  over  refuse 
collection  along  District  boundaries. 

The  changing  character  of  domestic  refuse  v;ith  its  increasing  volume, 
together  with  the  greater  distances  to  disposal  points,  leads,  inevitably,  to 
larger  capacity  vehicles.  Wo  have  travelled  a long  'way  from  the  side-loader 
of  10  cu.yd.  capacity  to  the  present  day  60  cu.yd.  compression  type  vehicle. 
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Refuse  Disposal 


Refuse  disposal  is  ly  "controlled  tippini^"  and  all  reasonable 
effort  is  nado  to  comply  \n.th  the  Ministry  Code.  Disposal  sites  used 
included  pits  at  Gedney  Hill,  Fleet  Fen,  Miaplode  Fen,  Holboach  Hum, 
Gedney  Ifcrsh  and  Gednoy  Fen,  together  with  the  infilling  of  a dyke  at 
f/haplode  Drove  and  abandoned  drains  at  Dutton  Govrts.  llith  the 
co-operation  of  Spalding  U.D. Co , use  has  been  made  of  thoir  tip  at 
Moulton  Marsh  on  several  days  a ^/oeko 

Every  year,  the  sites  available  for  refuse  disposal,  docreaso. 
This  has  been  appreciated  by  this  Council  and  discussions  have  taken  place 
with  a number  of  adjoining  authorities  over  the  problems  involved.  More 
recently,  discussions  have  taken  place  with  the  tuo  Spalding  authorities 
over  the  possibility  of  the  provision  of  an  incinerator  v/hich  T/ould  deal, 
not  only  with  refuse,  biit  also,  with  sev;ago  sludge.  Consideration  is, 
currently,  also  being  given  to  the  acquiring  of  a lo.rge  area  of  sea  marsh 
for  disposal  purposes. 

Civic  ALionities  Act 


A site  has  been  provided  at  Sutton  Bridge  for  the  acceptance  and 
disposal  of  bullqy  refu.so  and  abandoned  vehicles.  The  legal  procedure  for 
the  removal  of  abandoned  vehicles  is  lengthy  and  onerous. 

Salvage  Collection 


Domestic  salvage,  principoHly  paper,  is  carried  out  at  the  seme 
time  as  refuse  collection,  v/hilst  special  collections,  mainly  cardboard,  are 
made  from  business  premises. 

Salvage  Disposal 


Tonnages  of  paper  sold  decreased  from  446  in  19^7  to  390  in  1968 
and  377  in  1969*  There  v/as,  however,  a small  increase  to  389  in  1970.  This 
may  have  been  due,  in  part,  to  the  Salvage  Bonus  Scheme  which  was  introduced 
in  1969.  This  scheme,  very  briefly,  provides  for  a sharing  between  men  and 
the  Council,  of  revenue  from  above  a minimu.i  tonnage.

Fo  charges  are  nado  for  vault  emptying,  and  v/ith  the  advent  of  the 
Holboach  Main  Sev/erago  Scheno  the  "free"  period  for  cesspool  onptying  outside 
the  Holbeach  sewerage  area  has  been  reduced  from  12  to  6 months. 

The  cesspool  enptiors  are  also  used  for  emptying  of  settling  and  humus 
tanlcs  at  sev/age  plants  and  for  sump  emptying  in  the  event  of  breakdoT/n.  They 
are  also  used  for  emptying  street  catchpits,  rainwater  cisterns,  and  emptying 
tanks  at  business  and  factory  promises. 

Revenue  from  the  cesspool  emptying  service  rose  from  £5080  in  19^7  to 
£5323  in  1970. 

Cesspool  and  Vault  bisposcal 

f/hilst  collection  poses  no  problems,  disposal  does.  No  satisfactory 
methods  of  disposal  are  available  at  the  present  time.  Host  is  disposed  of 
in  lagoons,  trenches,  on  arable  and  grass  land  and  some  is  disposed  of  by  v/ay 
of  composting. 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  requested  to  design  a 
disposal  unit  for  cesspool  contents  at  the  proposed  Long  Sutton/Sutton  Bridge 
se'w'ago  disposal  v/orks. 

Sanitary  Pail  Emptying 

Collections  were  still  made  on  5 evenings  a week  until  1 970  by  when  the 
number  of  these  insanitary  applio.nces  had  so  reduced  to  pori'i.it  collection  on 
4 evenings  a v/eek. 

At  the  end  of  the  war  it  xias  estimated  thcT,t  there  were  1CCC  properties 
vd-th  pail  closets  and  it  v/as  the  advent  of  improvement  grants  and  rene\;ed  slum 
clearance  in  the  50 's  that  brou^it  a steady  reduction  to  about  65O  in  i960. 

Increasing  nuiiibors  of  improvement  grants  and  the  Council's  modernisation 
schemes,  together  \fLth  the  Holbeonh  Se'i/erage  Scheme,  has  brought  the  number  down 
to  about  400  in  1970. 

Litter 


Some  50  large  D-shaped  galvanised  v/ire  bins  are  situated  throughout  the 

area.

Sound  progress  v/as  naintained  throughout  the  general  sphere  of 
housing  despite  changes  and  toEiporary  lack  of  staff.

Deccnbor,  1970  is  estiuated 
at  7819  of  uhich  2103  v;ero  ovmed  by  the  Council.

Holbeach  144  applicants,  Long  Sutton  71  nnd  Sutton  bridge  63. 

Recent  yeo.rs  have  seen  a predouinace  in  the  building  of  bungalow 
accoEii.’odation  for  aged  persons.  This  o.ccomodation  is  eniinontly  suitable  for 
letting  to  people  approaching  retironent  and  in  many  ca,ses  this  releases 
3-bedrooned  faiuily  houses  which  are  under-occupied.  The  warden  flatlet  scheme 
merits  considera,tion,  as  experience  has  shown  that  occasionally  aged  persons 
o.re  too  old  to  accept  tenancy  of  conventional  bungalows.  There  is  also  a 
small  need  for  specially  designed  bungnlows  for  handicapped  persons. 

The  v/aiting  lists  also  suggest  that  there  is  a need  for  some  flatted 
accommodation  for  young  uimarried  people;  and  indeed  the  provision  of  flats 
would  also  help  the  nev/ly  married  couples  seeking  their  first  home.

With  the  exception  of  one  Disc3:etionary  Grant  refused  in  1970,  all  of  the 
above  applications  were  approved. 

The  1969  Housing  Act  provided  for  an  increased  scope  in  the  work  that 
attracts  grant  aid  and  there  has  been  a consequent  increase  in  the  anount  of 
grant  given. 

The  new  legislation  requires  a 30  year  life  for  a property  to  attract  a 
Discretionary  Grant,  and  the  assessment  of  a property’s  condition  through  such  a 
long  period  of  tine  is  a difficult  natter,  and  sonetines  calls  for  a conjectural 
opinion. 
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The  cjhan^'G  in.  the  required  life  of  property  \/ithin  an  Inprovenent 
Area  causes  concern  to  us  in  East  Elloe,  as  nost  of  the  properties  suitable 
for  Inprovenent  Area  action  have  a life  of  15  years  but  a doubtful  30  year 
life. 


It  is  pleasin{j  to  see  that  the  provision  of  a ventilated  food  store 
is  no  lon^jor  a statutory  requirenent  of  the  Standard  Grant  schene,  as  frequently 
the  provision  of  this  anenity  has  resulted  in  the  narked  reduction  in  size  of 
an  already  snail  kitchen.  Hov/ever,  I consider  that  a ventilo.ted  food  store 
is  a desirable  ar.ienity,  and  it  is  re£p:etted  that  this  itne  \7v.s  not  nade 
optional  under  the  nexr  le/jlslation. 

Ca,ravan  Sites 


Durin/j  the  four  year  period  33  applications  for  site  licences  \7ore 
dealt  with,  one  in  respect  of  a site  of  24  caravans  at  Gedney  Church  End. 

The  conditions  no\7  attached  to  site  licences  provide  for  a nuch 
hi^jhor  standard  that  those  hitherto  and  include  anoncst  other  thin{;;s  a piped 
water  supply  v/ithin  the  caravan  and  individual  adjacent  1'.  Cs. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  a,  run-dovm  of  the  sub-sta.ndard  site  at 
Long  Sutton  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  site  xvill  bo  entirely  cleared  in  the 
not  too  distant  future. 

The  new  large  and  fully  equipped  mobile  hones  on  well  equipped 
sites  provide  useful  units  of  accoia ndation,  but  the  continuing  use  of 
snail  and  old  cn,ravans  causes  concern.  These  vans  a,re  predoninantly  occupied 
by  young  couples  setting  up  their  first  independent  hone;  they  lack  built-in 
OLienities,  are  ba,dly  affected  by  condensation  and  are  tota.lly  unsuitable  for 
farailies  v/ith  snail  children.  Regrettably  they  must  continue  to  fluorish 
until  nore  suitable  acconnodation  is  available  in  the  area.  Fron  tine  to 
tine  problens  arise  fron  itinerant  caravan  dwellers  canped  principally  in 
the  Droves  and  lanes  at  the  Southern  end  of  the  District. 

SluLi  Clearance 

Sound  progress  was  ne,intained  in  slun  clearance  work  v/ith  257 
properties  being  dealt  with  during  the  four  year  period,  a figure  well  in 
excess  of  the  target  of  200.  Set  out  below  is  the  total  numbers  of  properties 
demolished  or  closed  either  by  informal  agreement  or  by  statutory  action  under 
the  Housing  Act.

The  Clearance  Areas  at  Holbeach  (St.  Johns  Street/Floet  Street)  and 
Whaplode  (station  Hoad)  are  noi/  cleared  of  houses. 

The  Clecarance  Order  on  7 hoiises  at  Fleet  \7as  not  confirned  by  the 
llinistry  because  one  house  uas  held  to  bo  fit.  Subsequently  3 of  the  properties 
uere  denolished  voluntarily  and  of  the  renaining  4»  three  are  under i;^oin^ 
no  der ni sat ion. 

Furini;;  the  4 year  period  Holbeach  Tovm  end  vJio.plode  Villct^je  received 
considerable  attention  and  n,re  now  nainly  cleared  of  their  worst  properties. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  past  rate  of  action  will  be  uaintained  at  Long  Sutton 
and  Sutton  Fridge,  and  that  when  the  sewcrn,ge  schene  and  associated  nev/ 
developnent  is  in  being,  the  large  scale  slun  clec-rance,  ro~developnont  and 
general  inprovonents  can  trice  place.  The  nultiplicity  of  ownership  and  bo,d 
arrangenent  and  congestion  of  terro.ced  blocks  of  properties  nay  invite  action 
by  way  of  Gonpulsory  Purchase  Orders  in  order  to  s.atisfactorily  clear  the  sites 
for  future  develo]Dnent . 

Repair  of  private  dwellings 

Infrequent  conplaints  were  received  fron  tenants  of  houses  alleging 
disrepair.  In  all  but  one  case  the  defects  were  renedied  after  infomal 
action.  The  exception  required  the  service  of  statutory  notices  and  required 
a hearing  in  the  Magistrates  Court  before  the  defects  were  renedied.

INSPECTION  & SUPERVISION  OP  POOD 


Slaiifjiterhouses 

There  are  four  licenced  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  tv/o  at  Long 
Sutton,  one  at  Sare,cens  Head,  and  one  at  Gedney  Hill  where  the  biggest  kill 
is  carried  out. 

Heat  Inspect ij:: n 

Heat  inspection  takes  up  o,  very  considerable  auount  of  the  Inspectors’ 
tir.ie,  not  only  because  of  the  nunber  of  aninals  inspected,  but  also  because 
of  the  distances  to  the  slaughterhouses,  and  it  v/as  necesse,ry  for  the  Council 
to  enploy  a local  veterinary  surgeon  during  a period  of  staff  shortage. 

Cho.rges  are  made  for  inspection  o.nd  these  o.re  a uaxinun  rate 
prescribed  by  Regulti.tions  and  aver.age  fZ'jiOO  per  year.  They  do  not  however 
cover  the  cost  of  this  service. 

The  nunber  of  aninals  slaughtered  in  the  area  during  the  four 
years  did  not  appreciably  alter.  The  total  nur.:ber  slaughtered  being  11,614> 
11,724?  10,681  and  10,638  respectively. 

Wliilst  the  hours  of  slaughter  are  controlled,  the  necessity  for 
\7orking  out  of  nomal  horrs  occurs  fron  tine  to  tine. 

The  quality  of  aninals  Icilled  is  quite  good.  The  Gedney  Hill 
slati^'iterhouse  ho.s  a considerable  auount  of  ca,sualty  a.clnitto,nce  and  acts  as 
a casualty  clearing  house  for  the  Pen  area.  This  gives  rise  to  nuch  greater 
responsibility  in  the  decision  of  the  Public  Hea.lth  Inspector. 

Ifeny  of  the  ca-sualty  conditions  could  be  related  to  the  nodern 
techniques  of  housing  and  husba,ndry  i.o.  injury  to  limbs  a.nd  wounds  fron 
fighting,  but  occn,sionally  exauiiaation  suggested  long  standing  clironic 
illness  and/or  neglect  to  such  a.  degree  thn,t  the  R.S.P.C.A.  were  informed 
for  their  further  action. 

Tuberculosis  in  neat 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  ue-?<,t  including  the  avia,n  va,riety 
in  pigs  is  negligible. 

In  collaboration  with  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Officers,  inspections 
are  made  of  the  few  reactors  a.nd  contacts  notified  as  being  brought  into  the 
area  for  slaughter.

Only  one  promises  regularly  kills  poultry.  This  establishment 
rears  and  kills  turkeys. 

Infrequent  slaughter  of  chickens  occurs  at  butchers  promises 
and  coupled  with  meat  inspection  duties,  siispoct  birds  are  set  aside  by  the 
operatives  for  the  inspectors’  jLidgement. 

The  principal  causes  for  rejection  have  been  because  of  traumatic 
injury  rather  than  ’disease’  as  such. 

The  frequency  of  slaughter  and  the  lov/  number  of  birds  involved 
does  not  warrant  more  tho.n  the  existing  ’spotter’  system. 


Hygiene  of  Pood  Premises 

Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  under  the  Pood  Eygien^ 
Regulo-tions  continued  and  breaches  of  the  regulations  were  brought  to  the 
attention  of  offenders. 

Additional  work  is  occasioned  by  the  annual  flower  festivals 
involving  the  serving  of  ’Tulip  teas’  at  many  village  and  public  halls. 

The  continuing  unsatisfactory  conditions  arising  in  one 
particular  premises  resulted  in  Court  proceeding  being  taken  in  19^9  ^^hen 
the  Magistrates  saw  fit  to  give  a twelve  month  conditional  discharge  for 
carrying  on  a food  business  at  insanitary  premises,  contrarj^  to  Regulation  5 
of  the  Pood  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I96O.

One  conplaiut  regardixi^j  the  emission  of  dark  snoke  was  dealt 
Td.th  in  19^8,  othorv/iso  no  contraventions  of  the  Lark  Snoke  Piegolations 
were  recorded  during  the  period  under  reviev/. 

Several  notifications  v/ere  received  of  the  intention  to 
instal  furnaces  and  in  all  cases  the  details  were  examined  and  checked 
to  ensure  that  the  plants  \70uld  operate  without  giving  rise  to  nuisance. 

In  throe  cases  an  increased  chimney  height  v/as  asked  for  and  agreed  upon. 

The  level  of  backg’round  pollution  rises  seasonally  when  vast 
areas  of  straw  stubble  arc  burned  off..
